The consensus of opinion 


is as follows: 
While the reports vary greatly 
with the districts from which they 
come, there can be no doubt that, 
taking the belt as a whole, there 
has been a distinct deterioration. 
Excessive rains in most sections 
have retarded the development of 
the plant and caused it to run to 


weed. 
The movement will, from the 
present outlook, be later than the 
normal by about two weeks. 
Farmers eeem inclined to hold, 
in the expectation that prices will 
show a sharp im provem ent within 
the near future. 
Texas complains of damage by 
boll-worms and boll-weevils, and 
so do some sections of Louisiana. 
It is too early as yet to approx! 
mate the injury from this cause.

Louie Ought 
to Be Suppressed. 
Washington. Sept. 7.—Declaring to 
be false reports of a tdtter antt-Amerl- 
can Poling In Mexico and organized 
revolution against President Diaz. Da­ 
vid Thompson. American ambassador, 
has made an exhaustive report to the 
state departm ent setting forth In de­ 
tail information which could not be 
conveyed In previous confidential ills 
patches. He renewed the request that 
in compliance with the wishes of the 
Mexican 
president 
this 
government 
should take steps to suppress the Mex­ 
ican revolutionary junta at st. lamia, 
which publishes In Spanish a paper 
called Regeneraclon. 
He contends the 
articles that appeared In certain news­ 
papers of the United States discuss­ 
ing alleged dissatisfaction with the 
administration of President Diaz ami 
asserting that the insurrection Is pos­ 
sibly farreaching are wholly without 
foundation and of inestimable harm to 
Mexico. 
He characterizes the trou­ 
bles that have already 
occurred us 
nothing more than small labor riots. 
Mr. Thompson deplores the fact that 
such publications give the most ex 
aggerated Importance to the work of 
men who fled from Mexico and who 
continue forever to breed a spirit of 
unrest In that country, and adds: 
“lf 
there should he any local disturbances 
they would be handled rightly by tho 
Mexican government. 
Such a thing as 
a general uprising Is not to be serious­ 
ly considered.” 
Previous telegrams have been ex­ 
changed between the state department 
and Ambassador Thompson In relation 
to the publishers of the ltegeneraclon, 
In which 
the 
ambassador suggested 
that if these men would he dealt with 
as anarchists 
President Diaz would 
feel deep gratitude. 
The state departm ent immediately 
referred the dispatches to Mr. Thomp­ 
son to the departm ent of Justice, with 
a view of ascertaining wrhat measures 
might be taken against the Regenera­ 
tion or Its publishers.

Defrauded Thirty-Two Hotel Keepers 
and Private Citizens. 
New York, Sept. 7.—Hotel keepers 
ef this city who were defrauded last 
month out of bills for board, lodging 
and carriage hire, to say nothing of the 
cash paid to him on worthless checks, 
doubt lf “the smooth stranger" is real­ 
ly dead. 
He has, however, forwarded to the 
National Hotel Keepers’ Protective as­ 
sociation here a valedictory 
address, 
giving the names of all whom he swin­ 
dled In August and announcing that he 
was about to take his life. 
According 
to his own record for August he has 
defrauded thirty-two 
innkeepers 
and j 
private citizens In all parts 
of 
the , 
United States. 
Among them are the i 
proprietors of the Hotel Breslin, the 
Hotel Seville and Bretton Hall, this 
city, the confession, which was dated j 
Sept. 2, is written on the stationery of I 
the Wayne hotel, Detroit, directed to 
Edgar A. Walz, president of the asso­ 
ciation. The letter says, In part: 
“I have no excuse to offer, unless It 
be that I am crazy, hut I shall atone 
for it all tonight, as I am tired of my j 
style of living. 
"Since Aug. I I have fleeced various j 
persons in several states out of more 
than $400. 
I would like for you to 
Inform my mother in Norfolk. Va. (giv­ 
ing name and address). 
“I find the New York hotels easier 
than any other to bunco, 
anil 
there 
should be some way to protect them. 
I have wa! ed into hotels without a 
sign of baggage and have had checks 
cashed. 
I did so at the Breslin one 
week ago yesterday.” 
He signs his 
own name, apparently. 
Assuming 
the 
name of Henry T. 
W arren he says he defrauded the Bres­ 
lin Hall hotel out of $61.25, while as 
“Jack” Warren he made the Hotel 
Breslin lose $13, and as Dr. T. C. 
Smith he left an Indebtedness at the 
Hotel Seville of $30.50. 
These figures 
are vouched for, with the exception of 
those assigned to the Seville, where 
the management says all the claim it 
will make against the estate of “the 
smooth stranger” will he $11.80, if his 
executors are disposed to settle. 
He was there on Aug. 24. 
He spent 
Aug. 25 and 26 In the Breslin. 
He was in the Bretton Hall, where 
he contracted a small bill and passed 
a worthless check for $50. He dictated 
a letter to a Cincinnati paper house 
to the public stenographer in such a 
confident manner 
and in so loud a 
voice that it won him credit. 
The man was about thirty years of 
age and not more than 5 feet 8 Inches 
In height. 
His face was smooth and 
his hair jet black. 
He was of fairly 
solid build. 
Over his left eye was a 
vivid scar. 
In the remarkable list he forwarded 
It is set forth that under the alias of 
“John T. Hardin” 
he 
registered in 
Greens’ hotel, Philadelphia, and left an 
unpaid bill for $3.50. He employed the 
same alias in contracting an obliga 
Hon of $23 in the Hotel Stafford-at 
Baltimore.

Shaw has made public a circular let 
tor, dated Friday, to all national hank 
depositories, In which he s a y s , In cf 
feet, that he expects public m o n e y s In 
depository banks to be used In com­ 
munities where deposited 
and 
not 
loaned through 
brokers 
and 
other 
agents In New York for speculative 
purposes. 
Says the letter: 
“I am advised that many banks scat­ 
tered throughout the country are loan 
ing surplus funds through brokers and 
others at New York on call at high 
rates of interest. 
Money loaned on 
call are well nigh universal for specu­ 
lative purposes. 
I recognize the right 
of any Individual to speculate In stocks 
or In bonds and the legal right of any 
bank to loan money at appropriate 
rates of Interest at home or abroad, on 
ample security, even wtih the knowl­ 
edge that it Is being used for specu­ 
lative purposes. 
I am 
not 
willing, 
however, that government money he 
enticed away from the locality where 
it has been deposited for the purpose 
of being used In this way. 
Public de­ 
posits are made to aid legitimate busi­ 
ness as distinguished from speculation 
of whatever nature. 
Depositories of 
city banks are expected to loan at 
regular rates or not at all. and they 
must not be tempted to act as agents 
instead of correspondents for other de­ 
pository banks making call loans at 
high rates.
